Elmer West­ 
phaul, son of Mr. and Mrs. West­ 
phaul, was loading his shot gun and 
his 18 year old sister stood a few 
feet distant. After placing the shell 
in the chamber of the gun and in 
snapping to e gun into position the 
h a m m er was released and the shell 
exploded, the entire load taking ef­ 
fect in the head of the unfo rtu nate 
girl a few feet away The full charge 
of sho t receiv ed at a few feet dis­ 
tance can best be imagined. 


A bro ther was standing directly 
in range but back of his sister and 
was unto uched, so co mpletely did 
the charge strike the head of the 
v ictim. Of the two the sister was 
perhaps the most fo rtunate. Death 
reliev ed her before she realized the 
happening, while the mental 
to r­ 
ture of the realization of the terri­ 
ble tragedy 
must be bo rne by the 
bro ther. 
This is the second accident in the 
co unty this fall from the accidental 
discharge of a gun, the o ther being 
that in which the foot of the v ictim 
was badly mangled from the abo v e 
cause.
